The letters to the Seven Churches. in Revelation, chapters 
2 and 3, are remarkable for their analysis.of the virtues and 
failures of churches in every age. Of the seven, only two receive 
no blame—Smyrna and Philadelphia. Here are churches, poor 
and persecuted, faithfully carrying out their appointed tasks. The 
promised reward for endurance under persecution and martyr- 
dom is the crown of life. 

At the other end of the scale stands Laodicea, the only 
church to receive no praise. Some others were judged guilty of 
serious sins like idolatry and immorality, but there is found 
something worthy of praise, even in unpromjsing Sardis. It 
is very striking that the lukewarmness and self-complacency 
of Laodicea receive sharper condemnation than do the gross 
sins of other churches. 

More striking still is the gracious quality of the promise 
made to them in Revelation 3:20. The judgments of God are not 
meant to destroy us, but to bring us back to Him.
